Author of Sherlock Holmes, Who Says He Has 
Communicated With the Dead, Brings 
Family With Him.

NEW YORK, April 10.—Sir Ar- 
thur Conan Doyle, D. L., LL.D., cre- 
ator of “Sherlock Holmes,” novelist, 
lecturer, psychic, and Spiritualist, 
who says he has communicated with 
the dead. arrived here yesterday from 
Liverpool jon the Baltic. Sir Arthur 
was accompanied by Lady Doyle and 
his three children, Denis, 13 years 
old: Malcoim, 11, and Miss Lina, 9, 
affectionally known as “Billy.” 

Sir Arthur comes to lecture to the 
American people on Spiritualism and 
to demonstrate that it is not a theory 
but an actual state. He became in- 
terested in Spiritualism more than 
30 years ago, but, following the death 
of iis son, Kingsley, delved deeper 
into its mysteries until he, according 
to his own atatements, has been in 
communication with his dead, 20 in 
num ber. 

Summing up Spiritualism, Sir Ar- 
thur declares, with firmness, that it Is 
possible to communicate with the 
dead. 

“In the first place,”’ he said, 
cessful communication with the spir- 
its depends much upon the medium. 
It is a very delicate matter. and some 
are more delicately sensed than oth- 
ers. Those are the successful medi- 
ums Many mothers and wives in 
England have been in successful 
communication with their dead. Spir- 
itualism is spreading fast in England, 
particularly among those who have 
loved ones in battle. I think 
the same condition obtains here, and 
I will look into the matter first hand. 

Was Born a Roman Catholic. 
“I was born a Roman Catholic, but 
in my life gave up that form 
for the higher belief I am now prac- 
ticing. I believe in a Supreme Being 
—infinite, omniscient and omnipres- 
ent.”’ 

Sir Arthur was asked if it were a 
personal God. 

“NO,” he answered. “It is a great 
force. , Spiritualists are, as a whole, 
somewhat of the Unitarian type. I 
know what my fate will be in the 
next world; I know every detail of 
the afterworld, of what will happen

after what we call death—happiness | 


“I know better what will happen 
in the next world plane than I do if 
I were to be carried and dropped into 
the wilds of Asia or Africa, knowing, 
as Ido, the tribes and conditions. The 
first sphere of the life to come is not 
unlike the present life, but higher. 
happier and free from pain and trib- 
ulation. Everything here has its 
equivalent hereafter. 

“Those who do not believe wil! 
have to wait for the knowledge to 
come to them. They will have to 
develop the spiritual side while wait- 
ing for a full appreciation of the 
new ephere of life. In spiritualism 
fear of death is absolutely elim!- 
nated. 

Lectured to the Soldiers. 

“Near my home during the war 
was a camp. I lectured to the boys 
who were about to go to the front, 
and many of them became converts 
to the belief. Agter they had gone 
to the front I received many letters 
from them stating that the trenches 
were entirely devoid of the fear of 
death, and that life in its present) 
state had taken on an entirely dif-| 
ferent aspect. Many who were here-| 
tofore skeptics have recanted and | 
come into the folds of the new be- | 
lief.” 

Sir Arthur said that he first took 
up the study of spiritualism 36 years 


aco. As a physician he said he be-

“IT have a great respect for 
church and its teaching,” 
“Though I have withdrawn from the 
church, I have a great 
its priests and its counselors. 
when, as a young man, I was com- 
pelled to go to church, sometimes 
as many as three times a day, it was 
too much. I still believe that some 
of the priests with whom I had to 
do were narrow-minded in their be- 
liefs. 

“I did not find it so hard to shift 
from Catholicism to such a creed as 
this. However, it is difficult for 
Catholics to shift from Catholicism 
to Protestantism, because it in 
opposition to their teachings. 

“Spiritualism will sweep the world 
within the next 50 years. Its prog- 
ress seems to certify that belief.’

It has been degraded 
by some who believed in it, and de- 
rided by all who did not, but the 
time has come to recognize the vital 
good that is in it, and to free it from 
sordid influences. 

“High espirits did not redescend 
upon the earth in order to tell for- 
tunes or to advise on business mat- 
ters, such uses being a curse with 
them. The true aim of all communl- 
cation with spirits is

HAT goes into the mind of 
W your boy or girl aged from 12 

to 20? Tell me that and I 
shall easily explain what must come 
'out in character. At the reginning 
\of adolescence your chire becomes

ought to be. It is the age of forma- 
tion and reformation of opinion, of 
ideals, of ambition. 

The quality of the materials— 
thoughts, ideas, ideals—which filter 
‘daily into the mind of your adoles- 
cent and find lodgment in his sub- 
consciousness—that is the most re- 
‘liable gauge of his character and 
his achievements for the future. 

Apny parent may make a test of 
the matter in relation to his own

Does he join the singing of an in- 
spiring hymn?

| Thus you may easily trace the 
matter and make, as it were, a 
spiritual map of your child's mind. 
Such positive and stimulating ideas 
as the foregoing—if your child is so 
fortunate as to receive them from 
his daily surroundings—go into the 
subconsciousness and there accumu- 
late a storehouse of helpful and in- 
‘Spiring suggestions for tne future. 
'Then, in time, as he goes about his 
ordinary business, these will spring 
out of their hidden place in his 
memory and become definite factors 
in his’ decision and conduct.
